WASHINGTON, Feb. 13-T h e 
cigaret 
shortage 
will 
probably 
grow worse during 1945 and about 
the only thing that can be done 
about it is to see that available 
smokes are spread around. 
The federal trade commission 
arrived at that conclusion today 
after an extensive investigator It 
reported its findings to (Tiairman 
Burton K. Wheeler, D., Mont, of 
the senate interstate commerce 
committee who requested the in­ 
quiry. 
The FTC said the shortage is 
“directly traceable” to the huge 
numbers of cigarets going to the 
armed forces and to America’s 
Allies. This big drain on supplies 
it added, was "magnified” by in­ 
creased smoking here at home due 
to bigger incomes, to "overbuying’* 
by people afraid of getting caught 
short, and to increased nervous 
tension.”

If 
no notice is sent by that date, the 
treaty automatically will be re­ 
newed for an additional five years 
beyond April 25. 1946.
